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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-26, drawn to method, apparatus, machine-readable medium of 
synthesizing, embedding audio signals (auditory scene parameter), 
classified in class 381, subclass 119. 

II. Claims 27-48, drawn to an encoded audio signal, classified in class 700, 
subclass 504. 

III. Claims 49-54, drawn to an encoded audio bitstream (by audio data 
processing), classified in class 700, subclass 94. 

IV. Claims 55-72, drawn to an decoded audio signal, classified in class 704, 
subclass 503. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, and II, III, IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions have different operations because 
the different inventions all have different operations i.e., an audio processing for 
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synthesizing, embedding audio signals; encoding audio signal; encoding audio 
bitstream; and decoding audio signals. 

3. Inventions II, and III, IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different operations because the different 
inventions all have different operations i.e., encoding audio signal; encoding audio 
bitstream; and decoding audio signals. 

4. Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different operations because the different 
inventions all have different operations i.e., encoding audio bitstream; and decoding 
audio signals. 

5. In addition, because of the different classification of each Group based upon the 
distinct modes operation, a serious burden is imposed on the examiner to perform a 
complete search of the defined area in both the patent and non-patent literature. 
Therefore, because of the reason given above, the restriction set forth is proper and not
